The approaches will 
be forty feet wide. There will be two side- 
walks, each ten feet wide, and two large tow- 
ers near the centre connecting the draworidge 
—the bascule span being 160 feet. The main 
arch spans are 240 feet and the small spans 150 
feeteach. It is to connect this city with Ar- 
lington. Capt. T. W.Symonsisthe engineer 
and Smith, Meyer & Peiz the architects.

LEVY LEFT. 


THE CORNETIST DESERTS HIS COMPANY IN 
A JEALOUS FIT. 


A Newspaper Criticism the Cause of His An- 
ger—Camilla Urso’s Husband Gives Him 
a Whipping—Opening Performances of 
the Week’s Attractions—Dramatic Notes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcsH. 

New York, February 14.—Jules Levy, the 
cornetist, has got into hot water again and the 
other day in Dnblin deserted the company 
which he took to Europe in December. The 
company was organized in this city and con- 
sisted of the versatile cornetist, Mme. Camilla 
Urso, the violinist; Mlie. Pinti, a singer, and 
M. Sauret, accompanist. According to the 
contracts the company was to make an ex- 
tended trip through Europe which would last 
two years. The story of the fracas as told in 
the letters of members of the company to 
friends in this city is as follows: 

The first engagement was played at the 
Gaiety Theater, Dublin, and the combination 
drew large houses. Unfortunately, however, 
the papers gave a great deal of space to Mme. 
Urso and the other artists and barely men- 
tioned Levy, except to say that his ‘‘playing 
may suit the American people at the watering

MANNING'S MISTAKE.

Merely as an 
advertisement a rich Wall street bank 
could afford to paya high salary to any 
one who would consent to resign 
so great a public trust to serve 
the private corporation, and there is 
no redress for the slight inflicted on 
the people by such a proceeding. 
But there is such a thing as the retribu- 
tion of public sentiment, and this retri- 
bution will fall heavily on an Administra- 
tion which allows the Treasury Depart- 
ment of the United States to be used as a 
training school for Wall street corpora- 
tions. Secretary MANNING is guiltless of 
any legal wrong, but he is guilty of one of 
those blunders which are worse than 
crimes when he accepts a bank presidency 
while Secretary of the Treasury and holds 
on to his public office until he and Treas- 
urer JORDAN shall have finally completed 
satisfactory arrangements for their Wall 
street venture. 

It is as strange as it is disappointing 
to find office-holders who are supposed to 
represent the people utterly ignorant of 
the feelings and instincts of the people.

A Love Spat Ended With a Dose of 


STRINGENT MEASURE PREPARED BY Tuy 
JOINT LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 


Some Features of the Interstate Bill Applied 
to State Traffie—‘the Long and short 
Haul—Heavy Penalties for Violations ot 
the Act—A Bill that Pleases the Mercan- 
tile Community of St. Louis. 


The railroad bill agreed upon by the joint 
committee of the two Houses of the State Leg. 
islature is ready for presentation. It isa com. 
promise on the various measures introduced 
atthe instance of trade organizations hers 
and elsewhere. The bill was very long and 
thorough. It consists of twenty-four Sec. 
tions. 

SECTION ONE 
is the same as the third section of the inter. 
state commerce bill. It prohits discriming. 


tion. 
SECTION TWO 


prohibits pooling agreements; also the keep. 
ing or maintaining of a pool commissioner or 
agent in this or any other State. Each day of 
a pool’s continuance is made a separate 
offense. 
SECTION THREE 

prohibits railroad officials from making pool 
agreements and makes the keeping of joint 
accounts or equalizing any tonnage or net or 
gross earnings a felony and officials so keep. 
ing or equalizing are liable to imprisonment 
for from two to ten years. 


SECTION FOUR 
makes any charge in excess of a just and rea. 
sonabie compensation an extortion. 
SECTION FIVE 
is almost a repetition of the first section. N 
prohibits unjust discrimiuation. 
SECTION SIX 
prohibits the exacting of any greater sum for 
ashort than a long haul, the shorter being in. 
ciuded in the longer; prohibits individual dis. 
crimination in terminal charges; prohibits 
discrimnation in the haulage charge on les 
than car load lots, limits the charge per mile 
on car-load shipinents between sta- 
tions to that current to and from 
termini, prohibits individual discrimination 
between the same points on car-load ship. 
ments; limits the unit of quantity to a car. 
load on car-load business, to a ton on tonnag 
business, and to 100 lbs on merchandise busi 
ness. Any rates in conflict with the abow 
are primafacie evidence of unjust discrimi 
nation. The fact thata railroad hasto mee 
rail or river competition is no excuse for vio. 
lating the long haul and short haut clauses o. 
the bill, but other evidence justifying 4 
violation of this clause must be considered. 
The provisions of the section are extended to 
branches, leased and operated lines, provided, 
always,, that no part of the section shall ap- 
ply to interstate commerce. 
SECTION SEVEN. 
fixes the penalty for extortion or unjust dis. 
crimination. It is to be for the first offenses 
fine of $1,000 to $5,000, for the second a fine of 
$5,000 to $10,000, and for the third and subse. 
quent offenses $10,000 to $15,000. 
SECTION EIGHT 
rovides for form ot action in suits and for 
netructions to juries. 
SECTION NINE 
gives parties discriminated against the right 
to damages and attorneys’ fees and exem- 
plary damages in case of malicious discrimi- 
nation. 
SECTION TEN 
obligates the Railroad Commissioners to ascer- 
tain ifthe act has been violated and to visit 
localities for that purpose, and if the law has 
been violated to bring suit, and obli- 
gates the Attorney-General and Prosecuting 
attorney to institute proceedings at the direc- 
tion of the Railroad Commissioners. It em- 
powers the Commissioners to examine books 
and take testimony under oath.

contracts are declared null and void. 
SECTION TWENTY 
makes it a conspiracy to attempt to evade the 
provisions of the act by taking freight to 
a point outside the State to be returned 
by the original point of shipmens 
to a point within tne State and the shipper and 
railroad official making this evasion are to be 
punished by imprisonment for not more than 


one year. 
SECTION TWENTY-ONE 
makes ita misdemeauor to issue a fraudulent 
bill of lading. 
SECTION TWENTY-TWO 
makes the railroad company violating thie 
act subject to a fine, on conyiction, of 31,000 te 
: SECTION TWENTY-THREE 
makes the violation of this act by officere 
employe of a railroad company a criminal ot 
fense, punishable by imprisonment of nof 
more than one year or fine of hot more thas 
th. 
— — TWENTY-FOUR 
repeals the Statutes of 1575, establishin 
classification and maximum rates; also th 
statute empowering the commissioner te 
classify articies and reduce established rates. 
FAVORABLY RECEIVED. 

The bill was very favorably received by the 
mercantile community.

its general provisions are in ac 
cordance with the views heretofo 
expressed by members of the Exchange an 
of the Merchants and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. President Gaiennie and other 
who bad glanced over the bill expressed 
themselves as fully satisfied with it, although 
they would not enter into a discussion of 
its merits without a closer examination. 
The bill is even stronger than was expected 
and is looked upon as a good first step tow 
much needed legislation on this subject.

A COLD BLOODED DEE D. 


Mrs. Cignarale and Her Lover Plan the 
Murder of the Former’s Husband. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, February l4.—‘‘I don’t believe 
that hanging womenin New York is played 
out. Ihave a sure conviction of murder in the 
first degree against a pair of luvers—a man 
and woman,’’ said Assistant District Attorney 
Ambrose Purdy to Justice Smith at the Tombs 
yesterday. The woman Mr. Purdy is so con- 
fident of having sentenced to death is 
Clara Sise Cignarale, who is now 
under indictment for killing her husband, 
Antonio Cignarale. Tae man to whom the 
Assistant Attorney referred is Antonio D’A 
daire, who, it is alleged, had represented to 
the woman that if she murdered her husband 
he would make her his wife. Aftershe did it 
she was arrested and he fied. He was arrested 
Saturday and arraigned yesterday morning. 
Mra. Cignarale, who is 28 years old, was mar- 
ried in Italy in 1878 and, with her husband, 
came to this countrytwo years ago. The 
husband and herself lived happily until Feb- 
ruary last, when the woman deserted him and 
went to live with D’Adaire, who is 40 years 
old. The husband declared that his wife would 
pay dearly for her untaitnfulness. In 
Suptember D’Adaire attended a party 
and on his way home aman siashed him with 
a razor, the assailant being an intimate friend 
of Cignarale. The man was arrested and is 
still awaiting trial. After D’Adaire’s injuries 
were dressed he went home and told Cignar- 
ale’s wife that she would have to kill her hus- 
band. Hesaid that he believed that the man 
who cut him bad been instigated to the act by 
her husband. The woman replied that she 
was too much ofa coward todo any violent 
deed. It was easy enough, he assured her, 
she would just have to pull the trigger ofa 
revolver and the deed was done. 6 pur- 
chased a 32-caliber revolver, it is claimed, and 
every night for a month she 

PRACTICED SHOOTING IN HER APARTMENTS. 

Finally she became so expert that she could 
hit the bull’s eye eight times out of ten, aud 
being influenced by her companion, she made 
up her mind to kill her husband. A few min- 
u after D’ Adaire had left the house, Octo- 
ber 20, last, Vignaraie entered and found his 
wiie still in bed. Hescoided her for having 


deser him, but was willing to forgive 
her she would return. This how- 
ever, she refused to do, and she says 


he then threatened to kill her. 
When he was gone she dressed in haste, 
took up the revolver and started after him. 
She overtook him in First avenue, between 
One Hundred and Tenth and One Hundredand 
Eleventh streets, and tired two shots at him. 
He ran afew steps and then dropped dead. 
Mrs, Cignarale concealed the weapon beneath 
her apron and walked towards Second avenue. 
Ske was arrested at One Hunared and Twelfth 
When arraigned in court, the woman 
said: It was his life or mine! If I had not 
killed him, he would bave kilied me.’’ 

She was committed to the Tombs to await 
trial. District-Attorney Martine handed the 
papers in the case to Mr, Purdy to prepare the 
evidence and conduct the prosecution. In 
doing so Mr. Purdy came across a witness 
named Mauro, He said: I repeatedly heard 
D’Adaire say to Mrs. Cignarale ‘if you will 
kill your husband I'll marry you.’ He was 
teaching her how to use a revolver. Mrs. 
Cignarale asked him what would be done to 
her if she kiled him and he replied that 
they did not do anything to women who 
killed their husbands in New York.’’ This 
evidence made D’Adaire an accessory to the 
killing, and Mr. Purdy laid a trap to catch 
him. The fellow corresponded with Mrs. 
Cignarale inthe Tombs, but had never ven-

abandoning the watch, when Saturday last 
D’Adaire appeared with a pass to see the 
woman, but he was promptly arrested. A 
charge of murder was preferred against him 
and he was committed to the prison to await 
the action of the Grand-jury. D’Adaire said 
that be did not know anything about the 
shooting until it was committed.

A BIG BOOKMAKER, 


Davies and the sums He Lost and 
Won. 


William Davies, the great English book- 
maker, by the magnitude of his speculations, 
earned the title of the *‘Leviathan’’ book- 
maker. Thesums of money which he paid 
away day after day to his ready-money clients 
were enormous and denoted the colossal di- 
mensions of his transactions. One of his first 
heavy bets was in laying Lord Strafford £12,000 
to £1,000 against the Cur for the Cesarewitch, 


1848 Within twenty-four hours after the race 
Davies waited upon the Earl with ten crisp 
Bank of England notes for £1,000 each 
in his hand, and 8 bdegkeda 
Lord Strafford to allow him a short time to en- 
able him to collect some book bets wherewith 
to pay the remainder. The request was cour- 
teously granted, and Davies kept his word. 
When he became a member of Tattersall’s his 
mode of settlement astonished some of the 
artful ones. When he espied a client to whom 
he was indebted, Davies would at once ap- 
roach him, saying, Tou want so much 
rom me, sir, immediately naming the sum, 
and thrusting the notes into his client’s 
hands. If he had money to receive, 
he would, without ceremony, accost 
his debtor with: ‘‘I want so much from 
you, sir,“ again naming the particular sum. 
Thus there was no beating about the bush 
with him for the purpose of taking advan- 
tage of possible mistakes which his clients 
might make, After one Derby, on which 
Davies had betted heavily, a certain creditor 
failed to apply for severai hundred pounds to 
which he was entitled. Upon being informed 
that the man was dead Davies exciaimed: 
What shall I do with the money? The 
reply was: Put it in your pocket, as 
the man is dead.’’ ‘‘You are a 
scoundrel to make such a‘suggestions!’’ cried 
Davies. He afterward ascertained where the 
widow lived, and gave her her dead husband’s 
winnings—a most welcome gift to the poor 
woman. Forthe Derby, 1849, he made a book 
for Hotspur, and the victory of Flying Dutch- 
man made a difference to him of £50,000. The 
next year the Derby was won by Vol- 
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weight pugilist of the West, whose left optic

morning, to which time the three cases went 
over. here is a motion to quash in the Au- 
dison case which has yet to be passed upon. 
The grounds on which the quashing of the in- 
dictment is asked for are that it alleges the 
commission of the offense on a date previous 
to the time in which the law wentinto effect, 
and also that the indictment ‘fails to give the 
location of either her house or the church. It 
is claimed that it is within one bundred yards 
of, and that, therefore, aconviction under it 
would not be a bar to future prosecutions. If 
the motion is overruled the defense at the tria! 
will raise the same point they did in the 
Court of Criminal Correction—that the Young 
Men's Christian Association building is not a 
church. Judge Noonan sustained this point, 
but this will not, of course, in any way infiu- 
ence Judge Normile in deciding the question, 
his being the higher court. The State prose- 
cutors dispair of ever obtaining a conviction 
under the law, however, as they do not think 
any jury will ever send a woman to the peni- 
tentiary for an offense of this kind.

ARUSH OF NEW DIVORCE SUITS FOR THE 
COMING TERM. 


Violent Domestic Scenes Described by Un- 
fortunate Wives—Another Order of Bef- 
erence in the Ames Family Litigatiop— 
The Court’s Ruling in a Slander Suit—A 
Questien of Negligence on & Railroad 
Track— Matters Under the Dome. 


Mrs. Georgiana Jones entered a petition in 
the Circuit Court tc-day seeking a decree of 
divorce from James Jones. They were mar- 
ried September 9, 1875, and lived together 
until December 21, 1886. Mrs. Jones com- 
plains that her husband insulted her with 
false charges; that he called her vile 
names, and cruelly neglected her and 
the children.

The Ames Litigation. 


Judge Thayer to-day rendered a decision in 
the suit of the executors of Henry Ames 
against the administratrix of Edgar Ames. A 
referee is to be appointed with directions to 


re-try the pending exceptions to the final 
account of the administratrix of the 
partnership estate of Henry Ames 
& Co. and to repurt to the 
Court the balance, if any. found against the 
administratrix. The Court is of the opinion 
thatthe Supreme Court contemplated a re- 
trial of the 4 exceptions and a re- 
statement of the account presented by the 
administratrix. 


Decision in a Slander Suit. 


Judge Barclay to-day sustained a demurrer 
to the petition In the slander suit of Hoeffner 
against Voerster. The slander complained of 
was an assertion to the effect thatthe plaintiff 


wanted to get at defendant’s pocket and 
take his money. The demurrer raised 
the question whether the language used 
was actionable without any allegation of any 
special damage and in this instance there was 
no allegation ofany damage. The charge by 
the defendant of a wish or desire or intent on 
the part of the plaintiff to commit a wrong 
or a crime is not actionable per se unless 
such wish or desire or intent be itself a 
punishable offense, as, for instance,in En- 
gland an intent to commit treason. 

Under the laws of the United States a mere 
wish or desire tostealis not a punishable 
offense where it remains entirely execcutory. 
Hence such a charge as the one complained 
of is not actionable without proof or ailega- 
tion of some special damage sustained by 
reason of the charge. No cause of action 
therefore appears. 


No Merit in It. 


Judge Thayer to-day overruled a demurrer 
in the Wilson suit against the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railroad Company. The Court 
holds that there is no merit in the point ad- 
vanced that the Court cannot issue an alias or 
pluries execution in the case of an award 
ofan execution against a stockholder, under 
section 736, without renotifying the share- 
holder in the manner required to obtain the 
original execution. 


An Engineer’s Negligence. 


Judge Thayer to-day rendered a decision in 
the suit of Mrs. Jeannette Hilz vs. the Missouri 
Pacific Railway Company. In this case a 
widow obtained a verdict of $5,000 for the loss 


ot her husband. The Court regards the con- 
duct of the deceased in going upon the track 
on which a locomotive was backing, evidently 
without looking along the track as he might 
have done, as an act of negligence 
on his part without reference to 
whetbor the proper signals were given or not 
given and without reference to the rate of 
speed ofthe engine. If the plaintiff was en- 
titled to recover it was solely by virtue of the 
fact that the engineer ought, in the exercise 
of ordinary care, to have discovered the de- 
ceased standing on the track and 
that his attention was so diverted by the 
other passing trains that he was ignorant of 
the approach of the engine and that sufficient 
space intervened at the time of such discoyery 
to have enabled him to stop the engine before 
it struck the deceased. 

This was the sole point on which an issue 
could be framed for the jury. The doubt 
was whether the act of the deceased 
in going upon the track without looking to 
the east was not a continuing act of negligence 
which precluded a recovery on the ground of 
concurring or contributory negligence with- 
outreference to the negligence of the en- 
gineer. Several authorities support the rule 
that if after the 4 OF party has negligently 
placed himself in a position of danger 
a sufficient time elapses to enable 
the engineer by the exercise of ordinary care 
to discover his peril and avoid injuring the 
— and he fails to do so a recovery may 

e had. 

The Court holds that under the evidence the 
verdiet in the case may be supported on that

The Evidence Now Before the Federal 
Grand-Jury—A Special Petit Jury Drawn 
To-Day to Try the Electien Frauds—A 
Secret Opposition to the Application 
for Assistance at Washington. 


This afternoon a special petit jury was 
drawn in the United States District Court 
to try the election fraud cases on 
the 8th prox. The country jurors are 
anxious to adjourn after the long session, but 
there is considerable work yet to be done. At 
1 o’clock a subp@na duces tecum was 
issued for Recorder of Voters Williams 
and the registration ‘‘slips.’’ These slips are 
the notes from which the poll-books were 
made up, and by these the fraudulent 
registrations were entered on the 
books. Experts in hand-writing are 
in attendance to identify the writing on the 
„lips. Recorder of Voters Williams shows 
every disposition to help the Grand - jury in 
its work and has presented all the evidence in 
his possession. 

John Mitchell, alias Pendergrast, is still a 
prisoner at the Custom house. He has not 
yet been introduced to the Grand-jury. The 
Grand-jury will probably report indictments 
to-morrow morning or the following day. 


Secret Opposition. 


The citizens who have been so active in in- 
stituting and urging the prosecution of the 
election frauds are encountering an oppo- 
sition at Washington of which they 


have just been advised. The application 
made by ex-District Attorney liss for 
special counsel to assist in the prosecution of 
the election frauds, and for an appropriation 
for expenses were disregarded until the Cit- 
izens Committee took the matter in hand. In 
compliance with their request. Mr. Dyer was 
appointed special counsel, and an appro- 
priation of $730 was made. This was 
not enough to cover the ex- 
penses then incurred. Mr. Samuel Oupples 
went to Washington on fast mail business, 
but while there acted for the St. Louis Citi- 
zens’ Committee. Attorney-General Garland 
was called upon,and in the interview reported 
by Mr. Cupples after his return to this 
city Attorney-General Garland assured 
Mr. Cupples of the readiness to give all 
the assistance required by District Attorney 
Bashaw, and Special Assistant Dyer. To a 
gentleman, who asked Mr. — — if the as- 
surances of the Attorney-General were 
ositive Mr. Cupples said he could not 
e mistaken as he recalled his words. The 
Attorney-General said f in turning over the 
chips here more snakes were discovered than 
the present force could kill all the assist- 
ance needed would be given. This was 
taken as very positive by the committee. 
District Attorney Basbaw, on looking over 
the ground admits that he wrote to Washing- 
ton in pressing on the Attorney-General the 
necessity of more assistance to prosecute 
the investigation and cases growing 
out of the election inquiry. Special 
Assistant Dyer telegraphed to the 
same effect, butthe promised assistance was 
not given. The paitry allowance for ex- 
penses was used up ina few days, and the 
citizens were obliged to pay bills aggre- 
ating twice that amount of the appropriation 
Vhen interviewed Attorney-General Garland 
said that on a consultation with the President 
it was decided that no further special appotnt- 
ments could be made. Messrs. Bashaw, 
Dyer. Drummond and Knapp had all 
they could do, and Col. Broadhead 
accordingly consented to assist Mr. Bashaw 
and Mr. ver on the request of the citizens 
who are inclided to believe, though they will 
not consent to discuss the matter, 
that senatorial influence bas been 
brought to bear in Washington to oppose the 
aims of the committee. The assurances of 
the Attorney-General and his subsequent 
decisions are 80 8=6ss contradictory that 
the citizens intend to press the 
inguiry at Washington still farther. If assist- 
ance is finally refused, and the United States 
represented as too poor to pay the expenses, 
they will collect the pledged contributions 
and foot all the expenses of the prosecution.
